SALT LAKE CITY, (lP—Nineteen 


outright and 20 others were critically injured shortly before 9 o’clock 
this morning when a school bus, laden with 50 boys and girls, was struck 
by a Denver and Rio Grande Western fast freight train near Lampton, 


just south of Salt Lake City. 


The accident, perhaps the worst in Utah in recent years, occurred in a 
light snowstorm which was believed ¢- 


to have blinded the bus driver and 
the train’s engineer. 

A deputy sheriff at the scene tel- 
ephoned his office he had counted 
at least 15 bodies. 

Four other children died in am- 
bulances. 

Thirteen unconscious victims were 
rushed to Salt Lake City hospitals. 
Physicians said their condition was 
critical. 

The bus belonged to the Jordan 
high school. 

Fifty students were riding in the 
bus when it was struck as it was 
Squarely on the tracks. The driver 
was killed. 

Difficulty in establishing the 
number of dead and identifications 
of the students was experienced due 
to the maiming and dismember- 
ment of the bodies. 

The only part of the bus left in 
one piece was a small portion of 
the back end. 

Bodies of the dead were strewn 
along the right of way for a quar- 
ter of a mile. Books, band instru- 
ments and lunches were scattered 
along the track. 


The bodies were taken to the hos- ! 


pital for identification. 

The train was reported travelling 
at full speed when it struck the 
bus. The impact bent the frame of 
the bus into a narrow horseshoe 
shape.
